17. A method for a treatment of textile piece goods from an aqueous liquor comprising 
the steps of: 

providing textile piece in an aqueous liquor; 

ad^ng (Ps) water-dispersible or -colloidally soluble, end-capped 
polyesters as wet-acting lubricants; and 

adding a textile treatment agent (T) from aqueous liquor under conditions 
which would otherwise in the textile substrate favour the formation of transport folds 
and/or the occurrence of friction in or on the substrate. 

1/^. A method for a treatment of textile piece goods according to claim 17-, wherein: (Ps) 
is a polyester made from difunctional compounds (D); and monofu notional 
compounds (E) which are suitable for the end capping of the polyesters, and/or 
higher oligo-functional compounds (H) which are suitable for the branching of the 
polyesters.
